Separate skirts are A necessity no 
matter how many gowns are contained 
in u wardrobe, and women who want a 

new model that is smart and will be 
becoming should consider the design 
pictured here. 

The skirt is economical to make, às 
4 requires only four and five-eighths 
| yards of goods thirty-six inches wide 
or three and seven-elghths yards of 
material forty-four inches in width. 

There are Many women who are suc- 
cessful in making waists but who hesi- 


tate to attempt skirts, thinking the lat- 
ter difficult, but if even an inexpert- 

enced person understands how to fol- 
| low a design there is no reason why 
| she should fear that the result will not 
be satisfactory. 

Take, for example,.the mode) pictur- 
ed, which is simple in spite of the fact 
that it is chic. 

After the various pieces are cut and 
all perforations, etc., accurately mark- 
ed the gores are basted according to 
the notches, full directions for which 
are given on the pattern label. 

The garment is then tried on, and if 
the material appears to draw or is too 
full over the hips it must be taken up 
or let out, as required, at the side 
seams. When the fit is satisfactory 
the seams are stitched and the plaits 
at either side of the lower part of the 
center, front and back gores basted in 
position. 

At this stage the skirt ls turned 
wrong side out and both the plaits and 
seams given a thorough pressing, after 
which the skirt is tried on and the 
belt portion of the front gores adjust- 
ed. The edges are then basted in place 
and stitched as pictured; the closing is 
effected invisibly at the side back. 

After the hooks and eyes are sewed 
to the waist and placket so the skirt 
will be kept in right position when put 
on the bottom edge must be turned up 
the desired length and when even all 
around the hem is stitched and the 
whole garment given a thorough press- 
ing.

MODERN CHESS. 


Game Vastly Different\From That 

of the Ninth Century. 
ess is but a game, a pastime, a 
xation, but it bas at times ab 
bed the faculties of the intellectual 
every clime. Perhaps the greatest 
ogy on the game was the remark 
Sir Walter Raleigh, “I do not wish 
live longer than I can play cheas.” 
t is certain that those who do not 
play the game are quite unable to 
form any conception of the high intel- 
lectual delights experienced by the 
chess enthusiast. 

The origin of chess has been sought 
in vain. The fact is the game has so 
changed, developed and improved 
down the course of centuries that in 
its present form it would not be rec- 
ognized by its inventor, if there ever 
was one. The oldest chess problem on 
record is thought to be that contained 
in an ancient Persian manuscript at- 
tributed to Caliph Kalifen Mutasin 
Billah, who reigned in Bagdad A. D. 
883 to 842. But the reader would have 
to learn the old rules befote it was 
intelligible. For example, the queen 
could make a move of only one square 
at a time and that on a diagonal, but 
@ queen promoted from a pawn was 
allowed to make a move of two 
squares diagonally. The bishop had 
no power over any square except the 
third from which it stood on its own 
diagonal line, but it was allowed to 
vault over any piece that happened to 
be between. In short, it was a totally 
different game. Obess in the precise 
form in which we know it and play it 
today is a comparatively modern game,

FEEDING POTATOES TO STOCK 


They Tend to Increase the Milk Flow 
When Fed to Cows With 
Alfalfa. 


Potatoes may be fed to cows and 
hogs when the market price is com- 
paratively low. It is not considered 
wise to use them for either of these 
animals if a reasonable price can be 
obtained for them in the market. It 
is better to sell them and purchase 
something else. Twenty pounds of 
Taw potatoes per day per cow is con- 
sidered quite enough; if more than this 
the butter has a tallowy appearance— 
that is, it makes it: extremely hard 
and somewhat brittle. 

For pigs it is better to cook the po- 
tatoes and mix them with corn chop, 
middlings, etc. At the Wisconsin ex- 
periment station potatoes were cooked 
in an open kettle, using as little water 
as possible, and cornmeal added to 
form a thick mush, which was eaten 
by the pigs with great relish. Corn- 
meal wet with water was fed to the 
second lot for comparison. Results 
were as follows: Four hundred and 
forty pounds of cornmeal fed alone 
produced 100 pounds of gain; 262 
pounds of cornmeal with 786 pounds 
of potatoes weighed before cooking 
produced 100 pounds of gain. From 
this we learn that 788 pounds of pota- 
toes when féd to pigs after being cook- 
ed effected a saving of .178 pounds of 
cornmeal, 442 pounds of potatoes tak- 
ing the place of 100 pounds of corn- 
meal. The results of this experiment 
were confirmed by several other sta- 
tions and by scientists in Burope. 

Potatoes have a.tendency to increase 
the flow of milk when fed with al- 
8 They are of a succulent nature,

BOG SPAVIN. 


It Is Usually the Result of Sprains and 
Bruises and Needs Care- 
ful Attention. 


` Bog spavin is a round, smooth tu- 
mor at the front and on the inside óf 
the hock. It is the result of sprains, 
bruises or other injuries. When these 
injuries occur too much joint oi) is 
secreted, causing a bulging of the liga- 
ment. Lameness seldom accompanies 
a bog spavin. If lameness be present 
other structures are certain to be af- 
fected, and some pain and heat will 
be noticed, together with a stiffness 
of the joint. 

Treatment consists of applications 
of cold water to the affected parts

fuls of acetate of lead in a quart of 
water.

trains. Sea Bath- Spoonful of biniodide of mercury and 


four tablespoonfuls of lard, rubbed in 
a little with the fingers and repeated 
jin ten days or two weeks and con- 
tinued for some months, will correct 
the trouble. Wash the part having 
received the blister twenty-four hours 
after application. It is also advisable 
to tie the horse's head while the blister 
is on, so that he cannot bite the part.

NOT READY FOR WAR. 

Japan could seize Seattle, Ta- 
coma, Portland, the Bremerton 
government navy yard, five 
great transcontinental railways, 
fortify mountain passes and 
have an empire upon which to 
live before the United States 
could get 75,000 troops to the Pa- 
cific ocean. The war depart- 
ment will tell you that in case 
of contest we would need for 
transports 250 vessels. We have 
not in both oceans combined 
twenty vessels fit for this pur- 
pose. We are more helpless to- 
day than was Russia at the be- 
ginning of war with Japan. Ja- 
pan bas 600 merchant vessels on 
tbe Pacific fit for transportation. 
The United States has six. Ja- 
pan can transport 500,000 train- 
ed troops at one time, the Unit- 
ed States not more than 10,000.

Washing Veils. 

Tulle vells that have become limp 
may be renovated by pressing them 
with a warm fron, having first placed 
a handkerchief between the iron and 
the tulle. Lace veils and scarfs should 
be soaked in a strong lather of white 
soap and soft water and allowed to 
simmer gently in a saucepan over a 
fire for about twenty minutes. 

The veils should be lifted out and 
squeezed tightly, but not rubbed, then 
rinsed out in cold water. The second 
lot of water should be faintly tinged 
with blue and have in it a small quan- 
tity of hot starch.

After the hooks and eyes are sewed 
to the waist and placket so the skirt 
will be kept in right position when put 
on the bottom edge must be turned up 
the desired length and when even all 
around the hem is stitched and the 
whole garment given a thorough press- 
ing.

u flower das been more hon- 

ored in song or story than the 

` imperial Hy. Its purity and 

its stately bearing have caused 

It to be chosen as the symbol of divin- 
ity and the badge of kings. 

Although in this country we under- 
stand by the word lily the lily of the 
valley, the stately calla or the wonder- 
ful harrissii or Easter lily, these are 
only three varieties of a very great 
family, membera of which are found 
in all quarters of the earth, Every- 
where the lily bas been honored and 
held a sacred flower, whether by the 
banks of the storied Nile or Ganges, 
where, as the lotus, it received hon- 
ors little short of those accorded to 
deity, or in heathen Greece, where it 
was consecrated to Juno, the spotless 
yet imperious queen of Olympus, or 
later in Christian countries, where the 
flower was dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary. .No great artist when he paint- 
ed the Holy Mother ever forgot to 
place near her the flower that was the 
symbol of ber heavenly rank. It is 
also in art the symbol of saints, mar- 
tyrs and angels. 

The Easter, lily is a native of the 
east. Those now cultivated in Ber- 
muda and popularly known as the Ber-

muda lily were originally imported 
there from Japan for commercial pur- 
poses. The lily plz ved an important 
part in Chinese bistory 1,000 years ago 
It-happened that the Flowery Kingdom 
was ruled by the Emperor Chow, a 
monarch universally feared and hated 
No one could depend on his favor, and 
at last his best friend, the prime min 
ister, Li Chung, began to tremble for 
his life. 

Knowing well the bloodthirsty na 
ture of the emperor, Li Chung devised 
a clever scheme to escape from his 
power. 

One day when de fancied that the 
emperor was in a favorable mood he 
broached the plan. It was that 100 of 
the strongest young men and 100 of the 
most beautiful maidens should be sent 
with him on board ship to an island in 
the sea which he said had been reveal 
ed to him in a dream by the gods 
There, for the welfare of China (and 
its conditions could not have been 
much worse), these people were to be 
sacrificed to the deities for the bene 
fit of their native country. There was 
a sanguinary touch about the plan that 
particularly recommended it to the 
bloodthirsty mind of wicked old Chow, 
and be Immediately gave cheerful as- 
sent to the project, even showed - his 
interest by throwing in a royal prince 
and princess, r 

The sbin in which Li Chung and the 

hundred young men and maidens sall- 
ed was the very finest that China af- 
forded. The Inrdof was filled with 
dainties, and every provision was made 
that the victima should be kept in first 
class condition until the time for the 
sacrifice. The best tomtom musicians 
in the kingdom were loaned for the 
voyage to charm the ears of the pas- 
sencera with sweet sounds. But in 
vain the artists tried their most pleas- 
ing compositions; nobody would sing 
or dance, while the prevalence of red 
eyes Indicated that a good deal of 
weeping was going on. 
_ When they were far from China, 
however. Li Chung took the passengers 
into bis confidence. He had not in- 
tended to kii) them at all; instead they 
were going to the most beautiful island 
in the world, where they would settle 
and where they would liye happily 
ever »*terward, far from the power of 
the wicked Chow. 

This. Island was Japan, and ‘here 
they did settle. But they bad brought 
with them great quantities of lily bulbs 
an food. Nobody had been able to eat 
much on shipboard, and quantities of 
these bulba were left over. They were 
Planted, and in the balmy climate of 
the Flowery Kingdom they attained a 
beauty unknown in China.

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“RURAL CARRIERS 


To Receive More Pay—$4.000,000. To 
Be Distributed Among Them. 


The 40,000, rural free delivery car- 
riers in the United States are to re- 
deve salary increases as a result of a 
decivon reached by Postmaster Gener- 
al Hitobcook. The order will provide 
for the disbursement anring the onr- 
rent fiscal year of 64, 000. 000. whioh 
will mean an increase of $100 over 
thy present salary of §900 for all car- 
tiers on standard routes, with propor- 
tionate increases on the shorter routes. 

Oongroea provided lust session tor 
the expenditure of this extra $4,000, - 
000, but left it to the discretion of the 
Postmaster General as to how much of 
it should be expeuded. Mr. Hitoh- 
cock decided to authorize the expendi:

Of Much Holp To Young Men: In Small 
:  Gommualties. ` 


The Young Men's Christian Aseoo- 
Oation is addressidg itself to thu help- 
ing of young men and boys in oom- 
munities too small for the city type of 
organisation in a very aggressive and 
aysteumatioal way. The Interstate 


[committee of Maryland, Delaware 


and the District of Columbia is pro 
moting thie kind of activity, whioh 
is known as the, County Young Men's 
Christian Association. The commun- 
ities of a county, exclusive of the ot 
ies of sufficient size and financial 
strength to maintain a city associa- 
tion with expensive building equip- 
ment aud employed officers, consti- 
tutes the unit of the Oounty Asuoocia- 
tion, employing u high grade exper- 
lenced Oounty Secretary to direct, 
supervise and promote association 
work along lines commensurate, with 
a community's available equipment 
and leadership among its young men. 
The modern good roads, telephones anil 
methods of travel make it possible 
for the County Secretary to efficiently 
handle the work, -of the entire coan- 
ty, as has been demonstrated in the 
fifty or more conoties now organized 
with a total membership of cpwards 
of twenty thousand men and boys, all 
of which has developed within the 
lust ten years. The methods are in- 
tensely practical; instead of trying to 
force the country young men and boys 
into a oity mold, it conducts a pr3- 
gram of mental, physical, social and 
spiritual activities which are appro- 
priate to country conditions. 

But the Oounty Association does 
other activities than those within the 
continds of Ita county ;—it follows the 
individual leaving his home in the 
country tothe city and elsewhere, 
whether for school, business or whut- 
goever, through its corresponding 
membership system whioh secures in 
each country community, as far as 
practicable, a Ohbristian business or 
professional man as a corresponding 
member of the Interstate Committes 
who advises that office of the dépar 
ture of the young men of their respec- 
tive communities, the place where 
they are going, and what would prob- 
ably interest the young manor boy. 
The office of the Interstate Committees 
in turn, placea this information witb 
the Agsociation in the oity to which 
he goes; and if there is no Associa- 
tion, in the hands of some Obristian 
man who will find pleasure in being 
whatever help possible to the young 
man. It requires no active imagina- 
tion to realize in part, at loast, what 
it means to such a young man to have 
some Ohverful fellow onll on him, oag- 
er and willing to make friendships, 
and lend a helping hand, assisting 
bim in locating in a respectable board- 
ing house within hia means, and plao- 
ing him in touch with other full of 
lite,“ fellowe of the right kind, and 
bringing him toa well lighted assoc- 
{ation building with obeerful reading 
sovial rooms, gymnasium,- study clubs 
snd a dozen other things, introducing 
him to the employed seoretary who 
will help him in his needs perchance 
it may be the seovring of the job for 
whioh he has so longed. This is the 
kind of work which instead of help- 
ing boye to Break Home Ties, 
helpa them to preserve them.

| Addresses The Voters—Makes Strong Ar- 


gument—Will Receive No Extension 
Of Term Or Pension. 


To the voters of the Firat Judicial 

| Oircait of Maryland: 

Tradition aud custom precludes a 
Judge, in Maryland, from an active 
participation in politioal affairs, even 
when he may be a candidate for tne 
suffrages of the voters lu his Cirouit. 
Under the ciroumstances surrounding | 
the primary avd general election for 
my successor and the rensons and ar- 
guments that have been. produved 
against my election I trast the public 
will pardon a digression to some ex 
tent from the time honored custom lu 
a brief way through the newspapers. 

On April 27th, 1910, the Governor 
of Maryland, on the recommendation 
of the late Judge Holland, who had 
been retired, and members of the Bar 
in the Circoit, flattered me by the ap- 
pointment of Associate Judge of the 
First Judicial Olronit, when, at the 
same time. there were aspirants of the 
highest character and legal learning 
tor the Judicial honor, At that time 
I was u little over sixty one years of 
age, baving been born December 8rd, 
1848.. My services on the bench since 
thea for u period of fifteen months and 
the manner they have been performed 
is a fair subject for criticiem and onn- 
ment by the people of the Oironit and 
is left to their own consideration and 
conclusion; in view of being a oandi- 
date to succeed mveelf, I therefore 
trust for a favorable verdict, knowing 
the determination da iu the hands of 
the voters. 

In conclasion I desire to say to the 
voters and people of the Uiroult, that 
if nomivated aud elected, I will on- 
deavor to perform the honorable and 
arduous duties of a Circuit Judge to 
the best of my ability with zual and 
impartiality until arriving at seventy 
yeata of age, the time for retirement 
as prescribed by the Constitution of 
thie State, a peridd of over seven 
years from this time; and when the 
date arrives no extension of time by 
the Legislature will be applied for 
aud ander no ciroumstances will an 
extension be accepted. 

In this connection, I desire further 
to state that under the Law granting 
pensions to Judges. Obapter 436, Auta 
of 1904, I will be precluded from re- 
ceiving. a pension, by not.veing able 
to serve for ten preceding, vorsecutive 
years before attaining the age of sev- 
enty years, and I desire to stats mcet 
emphatioally that no provision of the 
Legislature extending my term or giv- 
ing me a pension will be either ap- 
plied for or accepted by we under an 
condition. .. ` 

The statements herein made are 
considered due to the publio and the 
voters in the Olironit in view of the 
efforts which Lave been made to bofog 
and misrepresent the facts a true state- 
ment of which they are entitled to. 
The verdict is left with the voters and 
will be accepted with the redignation 
that lawyers in long practice are ac 
oustomed. If the verdict is adverse 
my thanke will ba extended to those 
who gave me\favorable snpport and Į 
will endeavor to gather together tlie 
tnreade of a laat and dissipated legul 
practive. I havo, however, great oon- 
fidence in the fairness aud justice of 
the people of the First Jadioial Oir- 
ouit to give my candidacy fair troat- 
ment und thoughtfal consideration,

Japan could seize Seattle, Ta- 
coma, Portland, the Bremerton 
government navy yard, five 
great transcontinental railways, 
fortify mountain passes and 
have an empire upou which to 
live before the United States ' 
could get 75,000 troops to the Pa- 
cific ocean. , Tbe war depart- 
ment. will tell you that in case 
of contest we would need for 
transports 250 vessels.

Set fo Work At Outdoor Tasks. 


Au experiment tu tmoercoleu's 
itratmene kunwa ds the work core,’ 
is being thon With suretas ap the sàn: 
ifariom ut Frimley, England, Which 
ia connected with the Brompton Hos- 
pital for Consumption. 

The treatment la based on the cnra- 
tive affect of graduated labor. It is 
found, the director of the institution 
says, that patients undergoing the op. 
en- air treatment make better progress 
When they have to do a certain 
amonnt of work each day than when 
they are allowed to lead aimless lives. 
Practical use has been made of thie 
observation, and a systematio table of 
work suitable for different stages of 
the disease has been drawn up. 

The work is divided into six grades. 
Is varies from the lightest labor given 
to those who are unfitted for active 
exercise—-sewing, makitg mats, tu. 
to the really heavy work of tréenob- 
ing, mixing concrete and felling trees. 
Short walks are considered to be light 
labor for those who can get about 


and are followed as progress is nude 


by such easy garden employment us 
picking up wood, carrying baskets of 
mould and watering plants 


Light To Heavy Work. 

From these ovoupations the patients 
are gradually led on to the -heavier 
tasks of using a small shovel, grara 
shears or a light hoe, eventually pro- 
gressing to the still more stren uaus 
work of digging ‘broken pound and 
mowiug lawns, When, after the most 
naroful regulation of bis work, a pa- 
tient attains the ambitions post of a 
chopper of trees, the completion of his 
our“ ia well within sight. 

Those who have successfally passed 


| through the lighter grades of work at 


Frimley carry out the late stages of 
hard physical labor without shirking 
and with the greatest benefit to their 
health. Since the institution of the 
‘*gradaated labor“ system, 1200 tons 
of monld, sand and gravel bave been 
carried an average distance of 200 
yards, while more shan 180 trees have 
been felled and ont up. The patients, 
moreover, have been engaged in the 
construction of a large reservoir, in 
connection with which 1000 tons of 
Concrete have been mixed and used 
and 6000 tons of sand have been moved 
„ considerable distance, In addition 
to this they have cleared and brought 
into cultivation over three aocrey of 
land and have painted the buildings 
and kept the grounds in proper cov- 
dition. 

The women, too, do all manner of 
outdoor work, but their tasks and 
tools are smaller than those of the 
men Asa rule, the patiente.work 
abont four and one-half hours a day, 
and before they are considered fis to 
be disoharged they sre put to work at 
their customary trade or ocoupation 
for six houra n day for three weeks. 


Forty-Five Per Gent Apparently Cured. 

The net results of the graduated la- 
vor aystem at Frimley are us follows: 
Out of 419 consumptive patients in 
Wie last year 192 have shown a comi- 
plete arrest of the disease and 195 
have presented very considerable im- 
provement. Thus 80 per cent have 
derived gréat benefit from the trent- 
ment and 45 per cent have appareutly 
been oured. Sixty sight patients, 
advanced in the disease, showed only 
moderate improvement. 

Generally speaking, the cagva onder 
treatment at this savitarinm are se 
leot od, and those who are ubout to en- 
ter the final stages, or who are in a 
feverish, exhausted condition, are ei- 
oluded from the application of the 
outdoor system. 

It is believed that this system, if 
undertaken in the United States would 
solve the vast problem of tuberculosis 
here, whioh is greater in proporsion 
than in any other conntry on the 
globe.

this State, and if adopted by the legal 
Qualified voters thereof as berein provided, 
said section shall supersed and stand in the 
place instead of Bection 4 of said Article 
8 of the Constitution of Maryland. 

4 As soon as may be after the taking 
and publishing of the National Cenevs of 
ulneteen hundred and ten, or after the 
enumeration of the population of this State 
under the authority thereof, there shall be 
an apportionnient of representation in the 
House of Delegates, to be made on the fol- 
lowing hasis, to wit: 

Bach of the several counties of the State 
having a population of elghteen thousand 
souls or shall be entitled to two Dele- 
gatea; and every county having a popula- 
tion of over eighteen thousand aod less 
than twenty-eight thousand souls, shall be 
entitled to three Delegates; and every 
county having a population of twenty- 
eight thousand and less than forty thou- 
sand souls, shall be entitled to four Dele- 
gates; and every county having a popula- 
tion of forty thousand and less than Ofty- 
five thousand souls, shall be entitled to 
five Delegates; and every county having a 
population of fifty-five thousand souls and 
upwards, shall be entitled to six Delegaths 
and no more; and each of the four Legis- 
lative Districte of the City of Baltimore 
shall be entitled to one delegate for each 
one-sixth of the population of the largest 
county in the State; provided, however, 
that the representation of Baltimore City 
in the House of Delegates shall never ex- 
ceed one-third of the membership of the 
House of Delegates, and, provided also, 
that the representation of Baltimore City 
in the House of Delegates shall never be 
less than thirty-five in aumber of the 
membership of sald House of Delegates;
